OFFICIAL AMERICAN VISITS, 

Coptes of reports of visits made to lazarcts 
at Munster and ('refel to the officers pri- 
soners camps at Wert, camp at 
Dulmen, and the camps and 
lazarets, have been the British 
Foreign Office from American Embassy 
at Berlin (under dag April 4) through the 
American Embassy i ondon. 

At all the camps mentioned, Mr. Ellis 
Loring Dressol,.a member of the Embassy 
staff, talked with the British prisoners of war 
privately and freely. ! 

At Múnster on March 
| Jazaret, were 39 British 
| offivers and men,. who were, generally speak. 
mg, well cared for and-cheerful, No com- 
| plaints were made as to/treatment or food. 
| One prisoner, Private Brigdon, 8th Buffs. No. 
| 2966, who had lost a leg, and expected to be 
| exchanged as soon as his condition permitted — 
| the adjustment of an artificial limb—attracted 
the attention of Mr. Dressol “by his extreme 
| optimism and good spirits,.. which appeared to 
i have, infected the whole ward.” 
| _At the officers’ detention camp at Wer] the 
| six Officers were the same as seen there on 
May 19 last on a former visit. Thev relied 
“principally on packages from England * for 
food, the officers not finding the fare served 
in the camp to their taste, though út, appeared 
to he sufficient in quantity. The health of the 
prisoners was good, and there were no com- 
plaints except as regarded food. The officers 
were allowed occasional puroles, and were 
negotiating for the hire of a tennis court. 

At the Dulmen camp 1,051, British 
soners (out of a total of 4,398). i 
absent in “ working camps,” were kept housed 
together in blocks. Here, again, complaints 
were made as to inferior quality and insufti- 
| clency of food, the men stating that they 
relied “almost exclusively on supplies. from 
home. ; Otherwise there were mo general 
complaints as to treatment by those in charge 
of the camp accommodation for housing and 
recreation. The men were engaged in digging, 
grading, etc., on heathlands adjoining the 
camp and in building operations at the bar- 
racks. The general aspect and atmosphere of 
the camp were reported by the visitor to be 
good, and the camp unusually clean, neat 
and" well arranged. : : ! 

i AT SENNELAGER, 

The internment camp at Sennelager and the 
lazarets at Sennelager and Lippspringe village 
were subsequently visited, and complaints 
) were made pf the bathing arrangements, the 
compulsory wearing of wooden clogs (in one 
camp), etc.; but, on the whole, the arrange- 
j ments were found 4to be satisfactory.

SUNK WITHOUT WARNING. 
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MORE GERMAN CALLOUSNESS. 

The survivors of the London steamer*® Chic 
have reached their homes’ ‘in South Shields, 
where the majorite of them reside. Their 
aceording to,the Shiedds Daily 
Gazette, furnish evidence of the callousness 
of the officers of the German submarine which 
sank that vessel. The crew were left to their 
fate in open boats in a heavy south-westerly 
gale and strong sea. The Chic, which carried 
twenty-five hands, had been absent from the 
United Kingdom for three months, originally 
sailing from South Shields for Gibraltar, and 
afterwards trading to America. She finally 
loaded paper pulp from the United States 
for Manchester. 

At 10.30 on Thursday, the 135th instant, 
when forty miles south-west of the Fastnet, 
the periscope of a submarine was seen about 
two miles distant from the ship. The sab- 
marine emerged until half the 
tower was visible “out of the water, and fired 
four shots in quick succession at the Chic. 
The first took no effect, the second damaged 
the '' break’’ of the forecastle head, and 
the third broke the barrels of the windlass, 
damaging also the bulwarks and the: fasten- 
ings of the cargo, causing some of the latter 
to lost overboard. ‘Lhe fourth shot fell 
short, 

After a few minutes the attack ceased, and 
the submarine disappeared, to reappear about 


By this time preparations had been made for 
the crew to leave the ship. No signals what- 
ever had been made from the submarine ap 
to this time, and none of her “crew were 
visible. The lifeboat of the Chic. was swung 
in the davits and lowered into the water, 
but was caught by a heavy sea, carrying 
away the forward tackle and capsizing the 
boat, one of the seamen named Creighton 
being thrown into the water. Lifebuoys 
were thrown to him, but he failed to reach 
them and was drowned. Part of the crew 
got into the lifeboat, which was attached to 
the: ship by a line. = no warning was 
given from the submatine that the vessel 
was to be sunk. The submarine a ed to 
be a large craft, almost the length of the 
Chic herself, the hull being painted black, 
with no distinguishing marks, and she ap- 
peared to have two periscopes, painted 
yellow. 

The master, Captain Murchie, with the 
officers and part of the crew, remained on 
board the Chic until a torpedo was fired from 
the submarine, about ten minutes after the 
first fusillade had ceased. The torpedo 
struck the vessel, causing a heavy explosion, 
and the submarine immediately dived and 
was seen no more. The vessel at once began 
to sink; and the officers and remainder of the 
crew put off in the gig. The lifgboat was 
nearly swamped by the tremendous upheaval 
of water as. the vessel was sinking, and 
narrowly escaped being stove in by being 
dashed against the steamer’s side. The two 
boats drifted in. company for four hours, but 
eventually became” separated. The lifeboat, 
in charge of the carpenter, with seventeen 
hands on board, was picked up twenty-four 
hours later, but up to the present no news 
has been. received of the gig,. which, in addi-

NATURE NOTES. 
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THE CURLEW’S CALL, 

On this part of the West Coast of Scotland 
curlews are with us all the year round, writes 
“A. G.” in the Srotsman, frequenting in 
winter the shores of the ‘sea lochs ui iu 
summer being met with on the high lands. 
On fine days in winter one is often given a 
hope of the coming of.sepring by hearing them 
attempt to make -their nesting call; but in 
wiuter the best they can do is to bring forth 
a few of the melodious notes of their long 
whistle, which is such a characteristic sound 
of the moorlands in spring. These curlews 
which winter on our shores. probably all travel 
north for the nesting season, and their places 
which have wiiftered 
further south. Since the middle of March the 
summer-residing curlews have been arriving 
here in small parties, and on warm days all 
are. praclising hard their spring call. On a 
bright sunny day at the end of the month—a 
strong wind was blowing—JI -watched some 
curlews trying their voices as they svared 
down wind on motionless wings; but none of 
them quite succeeded in finishing the long 
drawn ‘out whistle. One ‘bird evidently 
thought the wind was interfering with his 
vocal exercises, go le settled on the ground 
and, sheitered by a sloping bank. concentrated 
his energies on perfecting his tune. After 
one or two attempts he succeeded in making 
his full spring call, the sound rising up to the 
last and highest note, and then gradually 
dving away. It was interesting to observe 
this, as it is rather unusual for a curlew to 
make the long whistle when on the ground. 
and specially so early in the season. By now 
most of the birds are in good practice for the 
long whistle, but do not yet seem satisfied 
with their rendering of the single low note 
which is uttered several times in succession 
as the bird soars ‘downwards. On a mild wet 
day recently large numbers were practisipg 
this note, all in varying stages of perfection. 
This call is probably the real mating song. It 
is only made, as far as is known, by the cock 
bird, as he circles, with undulating flight, 
round the area where the nest is. ‘The long 
whistle is given by both sexes. 

THE WILD BEE’S NEST. 

Between March and. April we look for the 
sppearance of the humble bee (says Mr. McK: 
in the Ncotsman). The: first ones we see are 
thé mother bees, who have lain dormant in 
some warm corner all winter. Any hole in a 
tree or wall or a haystack makes a safe re- 
treat for them. All the other members of the 
family died at the beginning of winter, as the 
humble bees do not lay up stores of honey for 
winter food. I have eften watched one of 
these mothers as she buzzed about in her 
handsome garments looking for a place to 
ES her tent. If we mark the place where a 

umble bee disappears among grass and 
herbage, and visit it now and then, we may 
see her preparing the nest. I very often saw 
one bringing little bits of moss to a grassy 
bank, but never looked closely: in case of 
alarming her. Not till some weeks had 
passed did I put the grass aside very gently, 
and hidden safely there lay a small round 
plate of moss (like an inverted saucer), lined 
with bee’s wax. [I lifted it, and found under. 
neath some flat round pockets varying in size 
from a-eixpence to a half-penny. They were 
made of dark-coleured sticky wax, and some of 
them contained eggs and a few small brown 
balls. On opening óne of the little balls I 
saw that it was composed of honey and nollen 
mixed together. In another of the pockets I 
found the young grubs already batched, and 
they were feeding on the little balls of food 
near them. Every insect lover knows and ad- 
mires the beautiful and handsome vesture of 
the humble bee. Her coat is brown. covered 
with soft yellow hairs striped with black. She 
has broad wings, which shine brilliantly in the 
sun. They are very gentle insects, and*do not 
‘readily attack or sting. I did not see the nest 
again till nearly July. By that time it had 
made great strides in the way of size. There 
was a large, round roof of moss. The wax 
that lined the roof made it so strong I could 
scarcely tear it asunder, and the bees had 
made & long tunnel just under the ground, 
which was the onl: way they could get into 
ihe west now. Under the roof were a number 
of vellow silk cocoons. In these were the 
grubs, safely wrapped till they would emerge 
as full-grown humble bees. The cocoons were 
stuck together with wax, and as some of them 
were open where the young bees had come out. 
I saw that they -were full of honey.. Many of 
the young bees were busy bringing in honey 
and food for the remaining grubs to eat. When 
these emerged as perfect bees the work of the 
bees and the use of the nest was complete. I 
saw it again towards the end of the vear. 
when the roof and the pockets were all 
crushed and broken, and not a single humble 
bee was to be seen. :

In t 
afternoon the teachers will visit University 
College, where they will be received by the 
President, Sir Bertram Windle.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 
In the course of the annual report which 


tee, it is stated:—Every member of the 
I.N.T.O. recognises that, cwing to the unex- 
ampled position of all questions, both educa- 
tional and otherwise, the report of this year 
cannot be a long paean of triumph, of rights 
conceded and ot injustices killed. They will 
recognise with tue Committee that. the year s 
efforts were, and should be, largely directed 
to the safeguarding of the positions already 
won. With regard to all financial claims, last 
year’s report would suffice perfectly to ex- 
plain our position this year also. As that 
report showed, we bad high hopes of obtain- 
ing under the 1914 Budget a goodly sum as 
an equivalent of the amounts to be granted to 
England and Scotland under the same Budget. 
In fact, hope had ripened into certamty; lor 
the “Chancellor in July of that year 
had promised that the £112,500 which 
he had calculated as, Ireland's  por- 
tion . would be increased to about 
£400,000 per annum because of the case made 
for the differential treatment of Ireland. This 
money, he further stipulated, should go to 
meet the financial grievances, the redress of 
which we had so long sought, But alas for 
human hopes, a few weeks later heard Europe 
echoing with the tramp of armed. men, and 
the money so badly needed to put, so to speak, 
the brains into a nation, was utilised to blow 
them out of another. Understanding the im-' 
movable difficulty of securing further financial 
aid, which lies at the root of most of our 
disabilities, the Associations agreed by @ é 
majority to abandon Congress in 1915. Early 
in the year, however, the steady fall in the 
attendance of children at school, owing to the 
employment of child labour consequent on the 
rush to the Colours of workmen of all classes, 
was beginning to affect a large number of 
teachers, to blight the prospects of promotion, 
to threaten the withdrawal of well-earned 
referment of others, and even to involve the 
oss of position to several. To this question 
your Committee applied themselves, and the 
result of the negotiations i: contained in the 
letter of Sir Matthew Nathan, Under Secre- 
tary for Ireland, dated 1st May, 1915, which 
stated :—‘“‘ With the approval of the Lords 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, it 
has been arranged that se Bia teacher 
shall suffer reduction in grade salary, and no 
assistant teacher shall be deprived of his 
position in a school in a rural district from 
the 15th inst. until after the end of the war 
consequent upon any reduction in the attend- 
ance which is shown to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners to hate been due to the em- 
ployment of pupils at farm labour to a greater 
extent than would be likely to have occurred 
were it not for the war.” 

This letter not being considered fully satis- 
factory, the Committee again addressed them- 
selves to the saféguarding of every teacher 
adversely affected**by the war, and en- 
deavoured to secure tliat not only those dis- 
tinctions won should be held, hut that those 
which would accrue but for the war would 
not be lost. In this, again, your Committee 
were happily successful, and all promotions, 
increments, and heating and cleaning grant, 
and capitation which would result but for the 
reduction of average owing to the war will be 
granted. One point we failed to win was the 
inclusion of town schools in these concessions. 

FINANCIAL POSITION. 

Your Committee feel that, while we cannot 
unfortunately .record any advance, in our 
financial position, we“still should rather con- 
gratulate ourselves on the place we yot occupy 
in contrast with the manner in which edu- 
cation questions have gone in favoured Eng- 
land and Scotland. In both these countries 
the staffing has been considerably reduced, in- 
volving, of course, a reduction in the 
education grants. In England an effort is 
being made to establish a new type of cheap 
labour in the echeols. styled ‘intensively 
trained’’ teachers. These. rapidly manufac- 
tured tabloids are to fill the positions vacated 
by fully trained and experienced teachers. 
We mention this trend of movement in Eng- 
land because as long as it is the same fingers 
that hold the purse strings of that country 
and ours, if these strings are equeezed tighter 
for. privileged England we might look for- 
ward to a complete closing of the Irish purse. 
Alread ilfering fingers have been laid on 
some As education grants, but thanks to 
the strong voice of Ireland, of which your 
Committee, as represented by one of its most 
brilliant members at the famous Mansion 
House meeting was no small part, the pilfer- 
ing fingers were ee ee e in- 
cident gives us hope that Irish public opinion 
will tolerate no reduction in Ireland’s already 
meagre education grants. Another very in- 
sidious attempt has been made to rob Ireland | 
of an educationa] concession known-as the 
‘swing of ten,’’ granted in 1911. For the 
past four years the schools as well as the 
assistants involved have been allowed the 
advantage of this swing of ten without demur 
from the Treasury. A_ schoo! holding an 
average within the swing, could. when an 
assistant left, have another appointed. In 
this yea of retrenchment, however, the 
Treasury “dgscover’’ that the Commissioners 
had been misinterpreting this concession, and 
declare that when an assistant leaves a school 
in the above circumstances the full mg 
ing” average must be again reached before a 
successor can be appointed. Your slommittee 
have strongly protested against this partial 
destruction of a concession which preserved 
so admirably the stability of staffing our 
schools. The matter lies entirely in the hands 
of the National Board, and we trust they 
will hold strongly. to an advantage won after 
weary years of agitation. We jook also to our 
M.P.’s to say emphatically to the Govern- 
ment—‘‘Hands off Education." 

WAR BONUS. 

This was a question which agitated the 
minds of your Committee during the year. 
Many Associations called attention to it again 
and again, and it might seem that your Com- 
mittee did not push it with that zest and 
energy which it demanded, and which are 
heolutelvy necessary for success. We were fully 
alive to the necessity of a war bonus, and as 
the vear advanced and prices of the barest 
essentials mounted higher and higher we saw 
the absolute necessity of some Government 
relief, if those whose income was a bare, 
and a very Lare, living wage prior to the war 
«ere to be saved from positive want when 
prices had gone up all round: by 50 per cent. 
Your Committee were, however, fettered by 
the fight for monthly salaries, which they felt 
would, if granted, go part of the way to re- 
lieve distress. From long experience they 
knew that to force two claims at thé same 
time would seriously endanger the chances of 
both, and as they confidently believed that 
some solution of the monthly salaries question 
would be arrived at they refrained from press- 
ing for a war bonus with the same force as 
they did that of monthly salaries. The atten- 
tion of the Government was, however, called 
to the matter early in the year, and several 
times since. Very strong rumours were also 
afloat of retrenchment in the Education Vote, 
and our efforts were in the direction 
of defence than attack. Unfortunately, we 
have not the force of Post Office officiale or of 
railway employés in pushing our demands, and

such action it is clear it is only those who 
can directly hamper the Government that are 
thought of at all in these days. It should be 
clear, however, to every broad-minded -states-

ENGLISH LIBRETTOS, 


Mr. Frederick Corder in a letter to the 
Daily J'elegraph says:—Is it not time that 
the sneers at operatic librettos, an@ especially 
the English translations thereof, were given a 
rest? Kvery time an attempt is made to pro- 
vide opera in English we have the same old 
discussion, which ends in the absurd statement 
that opera. texts ought not to be translated, 
and. cannot be translated. Why should Eng- 
land—the country with the most cogjous and 
beautiful language—be the only country in the 
world to take this view’ And why are we 
content to have German, French, Italian, 
and Russian seasons of opera, in which the 
in other languages 
than the original, yet find nothing wrong? The 
theory seems to be that an opera libretto is a 
beautiful thing, provided we don’t understand 
it. When we do it becomes grotesque and 
ridiculous. The English opera-goer doesn't 
mind whether the tenor sings “Je t'aime,’ 
“io t'adoro,” or “Ich liebe dich,” though all 
three sound quite different; but if he bears 
‘“My heart is thine’’—which is much “more 
mellifluous than either--he wants to lapgh. 

Truly, we are a strange people. But per- 
haps the fact of this dislike to hearing opeta 
in English being a comparatively modern one 
may furnish a reason for it. Are we not so' 
accustomed to the use of our own language 
being confined either to comic songs (where 
the words are all that matters), or to senti- 
mental ballads (where they don’t matter at 
all), that a sensible lyric drama has become 
too unconventional a thing for us to grasp! I 
think this must be so, for I remember the 
time when were not allowed to be 
sung in Latin the strange tongue was thought 
to destroy the sacred character of the words. 
Also, thia curious prejudice against English 
opera is ajmost confined fo London, where a 
long cours® of foreign opera has nourished a 
dislike to hearing English sung. The metro- 

olitan dilettante has been so accustomed all 

is life to the easy task of listening to music 
without the bother of listening to words—a 
far more serious bother than he would be 
willing to admit—that he hates to have them 
forced on his intelligence. So he is apt t 
vent his spleen by deriding them and pre- 
tending that thev are balderdash. | 

This is an attitude which should not be 
encouraged, for whether the onera be a native 
or a foreign one, I maintain that to sing it in 
a foreign language is to lose the better half of 
it. That there have been in the past only too 
many operas by eminent composers the 
original librettos of which are mere drive! 
cannot Be denied; but skilful translation can 
go a long way to improve these, and in many 
cases done so. That we have had some 
miserably inadequate librettos, native and 
translated, is also true, but this co easily 
have been obviated by paying better price. 
The translations in Boosey s and Novello a-coi- 
lection of operas, done chiefly by John Oxem, 
ford and Lady Macfarren, were nearly all ex- 
cellent, and if managers pass over these for 
commercial] reasons that is no fault of the 
poor, sweated literary man. Among modern 
achievements the translation of “ Hansel and 
Gretel,” by Miss Constance Bache, is admir- 
able, and never, surely, was a composer better 
served by his admirers than Wagner!  In- 
deed, the recent version of “The Ring.” by 
Miss Mar Armour, is, I do not hesitate to 
say, of far higher literary 
original, and could easily he adapted to the 
music. The plain fact—and I ought to know 
—is that there are plenty of good librettists 
when they are wanted. I cannot resist the 
ene of adding that I am—as chairman 
of the Society of British comp —prepared 
to submit to anyone interesied in the matter 
not less than four absolutely first-class English 
librettos of serious operas already set to music 
by four first-class English composers, none of 
which works, so far as I can see, has any 
immediate prospect of proving ite worth.

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SKETCH OF THE RUSSIAN 
LEADER. 

The appointments of General Brussilofi to 
succeed General Ivanoff as commander of the 
southern group of armies on the Russian front 
seems to have met with general approval. 
The new head of the Tsar’s forces in Galicia 
and the Bukovina has steadily grown in | 
reputation during the war, and has impressed | 
all who have come into contact with him as a 
far-seeing and energetic soldier. 

M. Breshko-Breshkovsky, who, as . cor- 
respondent of the Bourse Gazette with the 
actave army, had many recent opportuni- 
ties of seeing General Lrussiloff at close 
quarters, and dined with him in the minia- 
ture workroom which has been made for him 
out of a first class railway carriage, describes 
him as an unusually complete and harmonious 
character, with no half-tones or ambiguities. 
Though he is only-of medium stature, his erect 
lean figure looks as if it were scul out 
of bronze. He has that nervousness which 
means accessibility to impressions, but it is 
always well under run i Through all his 
actions and words there runs like a red thread 
a sound intelligence matured by the best 
education and interesting itself in everything.

_ “In those days this splendid bravado had 
its object and meaning—it was an inspiration 
for the troops. - But now, when everything 
has disappeared fram the surface ak been 
buried in the ground, Skobeleff could be seen 
by, at the most, two companies; -That is not 
enough to justify the exposure of the life of 
the commander of an army to such danger. 
At. the same time, I am far from thinking 
that the commander of an army should merely 
sit at his headquarters or drive round visiting 
hdhe stafis of corps and divisions. On the 
contrary, 4 commander must be visible at the 
front, and under fire, so that officers and 
soldiers may see him and ‘ feel’ his presence 
and so that he may witness the actual cir. 
eumstances of the battle. Only by these 
means can there be a living bond between a 
commander and the army.” 

Even a sworn enemy would credit Brussiloff 
with great personal bravery. How often it has 
been said to him: “ Your Excellency. in the 
town there are many stone houses, and there 
it is safer! Every day air-pirates’ fly about 
and throw bombs, and you remain in that 
frail carriage.”’ 

Brussilofi answers: ‘‘Do not imagine that 
for the sake of personal security, I would lose 
this splendid ‘ contact’ which I now haye with 
the troops.” And it is true; no one can dis- 
suade the iron general. 

The correspondent recalls a picture which 
has deeply imprinted itself in his brain. It 
was a bright, sunny day.- A Servicé in the 
Cathedral was at an end, and Brussiloff was 
inspecting the troops. There he stood, slim 
‘youthful, in a short fur jacket, with the mono. 
grams on his epanlettes, and Wearing soft 
hunting boots, with the tops turned down 
showing the red morocco lihing. Before him 
passed a squadron of- Uhlans, in dismounted 
order, led by a Staff captain. And high in 
the air, under the cloudless sky, gradually 
descentling, like a hovering hawk, flew an 
Austrian aeroplane. Something glittered in 
the sunshine, and at a distance of a hundred 
paces a bomb explodéd. It was soon followed by 
another, Brussiloff, his face impassive and im- 
movable, never even glanced up. All the 
time he continued his remarks to the Staff

PEARE:

.'” LIBERATING ” HUN FROM HIS 
. PARENTAL HOME. 

Mr. Frederic William Wile, writing in the 
Daily Mai, says :—Shakespeare tercentenary 
numbers of German newspapers have not vet 
had time to-reach England, but the stuff and 
nonsense with which they are sure to overflow 
are well: summarised in a special Shakespeare 
supplement of the Vos8ische Zeitung, dated 
April 16. In: thisa German writer named 
Rudolf Furst thus characteristically  enito- 
mises the Hun view of “ Our Shakespeare,” 
written as it is on the favourite and familiar 
theme that he never found “true” apprecia- 
tion and “ intelligent’’ recognition until he 
was translated into what Herr Houston 
Stewart Chamberlain calls “ God’s language.*’ 

““One of the most priceless offsprings 
ever laid in the cradle of a nation, William 
Shakespeare, was brought by. . an absent- 
minded stork to cold-hearted parents. True 
Father John Bull and Mother Britannia 
cherish the memory of their greatest son as 
devotedly as they are capable of doing, dis- 
play in the house of his birth many reverential 
objects, along with all sorts of trash, garland 
Stratford-on-Avon- on his birthday with 
banners and wreaths, and produce as ‘memo- 
rial plays’ certain works of the favourite 
in a manner which would discredit a 
third-rate German provincial theatre.

The Outbreak. 


This newspaper has never been pub- 
lished in stranger circumstances than 
those which obtain today. An attempt 
has been made to overthrow the constitu- 
tional governmen@of Ireland. It began 
yesterday seas in Dublin—at present 
we can speak for no other part of Ireland, 
for there has been an abrupt stoppage of 
all means of external communication. At 
this critical moment our language must 
be moderate, unsensational, and free from 
auy tendency to alarm. As soon as peace 
and order have been restored the responsi- 
bility for this intended revolution will be 
fixed in the right quarter. The question 
whether it could have been averted will 
be discussed, and will be answered on the 
ample evidence which the events of the 
last few months afford.

The 
authorities were in motion soon after the 
beginning of the outbreak. ' Fierce fighting 
has taken place between the soldiers and 


the rebels in various parts of the city, 


and there is reason to fear that many 
lives have been lost. The Fire Brigade 
ambulance was busy during yesterday, and 
brought wounded soldiers aiid some 
wounded civilians to the various hospitals. 
The soldiers have retaken the City Hall 
and some other positions which were 
seized by the rebels; but, as we write, 
many .places are still in rebel hands. 
Of course, this desperate episode in Irish 
history can have only one end, and the 
loyal public will await it as calmly and 
confidently as may be. Nothing in all 
yesterday's rémarkable scenes was more 
remarkable than the quietness and courage 
with which the people of Dublin accepted 
the sudden and widespread danger. In 
the very neighbourhood of the fiercest 
fighting the stress were full of cheer- 
ful .or indifferent spectators. Such 
courage is excellent, but it may degenerate 
into recklessness. Perhaps, the most use 
ful thing that we can do now 1s to remem- 
ber that in quietness and contidence shall 
be our strength, and to trust firmly in the 
speedy triumph of the forces of law and 
order. . Those loyal citizens of Dublin 
who cannot actively help their country’s 
cause at this moment may help it in- 
directly by refusing to give way to panic, 
and by maintaining in their households 
a healthy spirit of hope. The ordeal is 
severe, but it will be short. 


The Spring Show. 


We are glad to learn that, in spite of the 
present troubles in Dublin, the Royal 
Dublin Society's Spring Show will be 
opened to-day. Last night, at all events, 
the officials of the Society fully expected 
to be able to carry out the appointed pro- 
gramme. The Society has had a run of 
bad luck with regard to its shows in recent 
years. The prevalence of foot-and-mouth 
disease among cattle spoilt more than one. 
Shows. have been held under gréat diffi- 
culties during the war. It was at 10 
o'clock on the opening day of the Horse 
Show in 1913 that the “stop” order was 
given by Liberty Hall to the tramway men, 
and there began those bitter months of 
industrial strife, punctuated by lawless 
outbreaks, of which some of ‘yesterday’s 
incidents reminded the public:. We hope 
that the Show arrangements will not be 
very much upset by the effects of yester- 
day’s disturbance. The programme pro- 
vides for the usual four days. To-day 'a 
great/ deal of the work of judging. will be 
done.“ The total value of the prizes to be 


awarded is more than £2,000. We need 


not dwell on the importance of these 
Shows to Irish agricultural interests, or 
on the service which the Royal Dublin 
Society does to the countrv in holding 
them with all possible regularity. The 
Horse Show has, of course, been aban- 
doned for this year, and we have no doubt 
that the Society gave very earnest con- 
sideration to the matter before it decided 
that what is normally the great event of 
the Dublin year could, not be held. Dur- 
ing the past twenty years the Spring Cattle 
Show has gained steadily in importance, 
and, though it never acquired ithe social 
standing of the. Horse Show, it vies with 
the latter in regard to the measure of 
assistance given tv» the country’s main 
industry. To-morrow the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society of Ireland will hold a 
Flower Show in the part of the. Ballsbridge 
premises allotted to it by the Royal Dublin 
Society. We hope that this, too, inespite 
of untoward events, will be successful.

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LORD HARDINGE AND 


INDIA. 


HIS GREAT WORK FOR THE 
EMPIRE. 


Lord Hardinge, ex-Viceroy of India, arrived 
at Victoria Station, London, on Saturday. He 
was met by Lord Farquhar, representing the 
King; Coloné] Sir James’ Dunlop-Smith, re- 

resenting the Secretary for India; four mem- 
ba of the Foreign Office, and others. 

Lord Hardinge of Penshurst returns to Eng- 
land after a Viceroyalty of India lasting five- 
and-a-half years. He has had amore strenuous 
and anxious period of office than any Viceroy 
since Lord Canning sixty years ago. He has 
welcomed the first British King-Emperor to 
set. foot upon the shores of India; founded 
the new Imperial capital of Delhi, on which 
£6,000,000 is to be spent; reversed the parti- 
tion of Bengal, and terminated: the separate 
existence of the new Province of Eastern Ben- 
gal; created ‘the new Provinces of Behar, 
Oriss# and Chota Nagpur; been struck by.a 
bomb and nearly killed while riding an 
elephant in a State procession throtigh the 
streets of Delhi; st doubled the expendi- 
ture of India upon education and founded two 
new Universities; sent an Indian army corps 
to France on the outbreak of war; waged:a 
campaign in Mesopotamia which was . con- 
tinuqusly successful until the expedition ad- 
vanced too near on the road to Bagdad. 

HIS POPULARITY, 

Lord Hardinge has been an extremely popu- 
lar Viceroy of India, and it was regarded ar 
very fortunate that when war began we had 
as the head of the Government of India a 
statesman in whem. the Indian communities 
reposed such unstinted confidence. Through- 
out: his term of office he has been a vigorous 


-champion of the rights and privileges of the 


Indian peoples. At his instance the system of 
indentured immigration of Indians to various 
Crown Colonies is about to be terminated on 
account of the abuses to which the system 
subjected. Last year he obtained 
from the home Government a promise to con- 
sider very carefully India’s claims to a place 
at the Imperial Confergnce. 

He left India amid universal expressions o1 
regret, and just before his departure the King 
conferred upon him the Order of the Garter. 
In addition to his own long illness after being 
bombed, he has suffered much domestic sorrow 
during his term of office. Lady Hardinge died 
a igor “on before the outbreak of war, and 
her memhory is preserved in a hospital and 
training home for nurses just openéd at Delhi. 
Lord Hardinge’s: eldest son was killed in 
action in. the early months of the war.

The D’Oyly Carte Opera Company is with 
us again, and Mr. Hassall’s well-known poster 
has made its appearance to glaudden the hearts 
of the numerous admirers ot the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operasy ‘These productions have at- 
tained a ijoigevity altogether unique in the 


‘annals of ligat opera, and, thouga most of 


them are now over thirty years ola, they still 
entrance crowded audiences, and delignt. the 
occupants of tae boxes and stalls no less than 
the habitués of that dim upper region known 
in France as le #’aradis—taereby disproving 
the ancient proverb which ailirms an early 
death to be tne fate of those whom tiie gods 
love. Yet, in spite of their age, these operas 
are as tresh and vigorous to-day as-they were 
when our grandparents flocked to the pre- 
mieres at the Savoy Theatre in the eighties. 
The melodies never become hackneyed; the 
humour never grows stale, and the indescrib- 
able and distinctive flavour, which has baflied 
all attempts at imitation, seems to be mel- 


‘lowed rather than impaired by the lapse of 


time. £ ; 

This unparalleled triumph is not easily ex- 
plained.. lt cannot, be attributed solely to the 
music, for even Sullivan’s magic could not 
confer immortality on a poor libretto. like that 
of “Ivanhoe’’ ; nor could Gilbert’s talents, 
great as they undoubtedly were, preserve his 
operas from oblivion without the charm of 
Sullivan’s music. He himself conféssed that 
á Gilbert was no use without a Sullivan, afid 
the fate of the Mountebanks and other pieces: 
te ge without Sullivan’s collaboration 
ends colour to the supposition. Thus the 
secret of their unrivalled success would appear 
to be due, not so much to the dramatist or 
the composer, as to the singular fitness of the 
combination. The sovereignty of Gilbert and 
Sullivan in the operatic world, like that of the 
joint kings of Barataria, lay in neither one 
individual nor the ether, but in both to- 
gether; and when the partnership was dis- 
solved, the spell was broken and the supre- 
macy gone. , 

As regards the supreme merits of this ideal 
union, there ;can. be no possible, probable 
shadow of doubt. Never were composer and 
librettist better suited; and never was the 
marriage of music and poetry, which is spoken 
of by Milton, more perfect and indissoluble. 
The words are full of melody and the melody 
is full of meaning. Take, for instance, the 
description of Nanki-Poo’s execution in the 
second act of the “ Mikado,’’ and note how 
the orchestra, by its humorous representation’ 
of the shrieks and whistlings of the victim, 
lends verisimilitude to the narrative by its 
addition of corroborative detail. In all the 
operas the music; faithfully reproduces in this 
way the very spirit of the words; atid it is 
wonderful how it smacks of the sea in “ Pina- 
fore’? and of medieval art in ‘ Patience’”’ ; 
how it is tinged with sadness in the “ Yéo- 
men,” only to brighten again in the unre- 
strained gaiety of “The Gondoliers,’” and 
when the nobler and loftier emotions need ex- 
pression, it can rise to heights of inspiration 
far above the level of light opera, as in 
lolanthe’s song, in the love duet in “' 
Pirates,’ and in the superb sestette in 
“ Patience,”’ ‘ 3 

Nor are the words unworthy. of the music. 
One of the outstanding merits of the Savoy 
operas is the excellence of the /ibretti. The 
wit and vivacity of the dialogue and the 
wonderful polish and beauty of the versifi- 
cation combine to produce a whole that is per- 
vaded by a peculiar and delicious humour, 
which can only be described as (iilbertian. 
Our English Aristophanes had a keen eye for 
contrasts, and for. the manifold. incongruities 
which he so ‘often round in life. He 
loved to emphasise the frequent 
crepancy between our practices . 
our professions, between things as they 
are and things as they are suposed to be; 
and his plays are full of seasick admirals, 
democratic kings, chivalrous pirates, and mor- 
bidly humane executioners. Like Jack Point, 
he aimed the shafts of his satire at high and 
low, at prince and peer. Everything was 
shown in a humorous light; but the humour 
is ever seasoned by a sardonic strain running 
through it. Gilbert had no patience with the 
sentimentalism, which infected the English 
drama of last century, and both in the Bab 
Ballads and in the operas he took a grim 
delight in dwelling on such horrors ax decapita- 
tion and torture chambers, assistant tormentors, 
and grand bean boiling oil and melted 
lead. Indeed, it seems to us that he 
occasionally indulged this inhuman vein too 
much, as, for instance, when he introduces 
a hunchback on the stage, and procéeds to 
make jokes upon his deformity. 

Gilbert took immense care in staging the 
operas, and. spared no pains to ‘secure ac- 
curacy in details. The Mikado’s costume is a 
faithful reproduction of the old state robes 
of the Emperors of Japan, and the performers 
in that opera were carefully coached in their 
demeanour by two native Japanese from the 
colony at Knightsbridge. The scene in 
‘‘H.M.S. Pinafore’ is an exact model of the 
quarterdeck of Nelson s old ship, the Victory, 
which was specially sketched by Gilbert him- 
self for the purpose. 

A truly Gilbertian paradox is presented 
by the fact that the man who wrote the 
lyrics which prompted all the innumerable 
melodies of the Savoy operas had no ear for 
music. Gilbert himself used to boast that 
he didn’t know a single note of music, and 
couldn't distinguish ' God Save the King” 
from “ Rule Britannia,’’ and Sullivan main 
tained that the rendering of Little Butter- 
cup s song given’ by his own pet parrot 
though by no means perfect, was certainly 
as good as Gilbert's. } 

A remarkable testimony to the high 
standard of ence attained in all the 
operas is given by the fact that each of them 
Was found devotees, and has heen acclaimed 
by enthusiastic admirers as the choicest gem 
in the coronet. ‘“The Yeomen of the Guard’’ 
is a prime favourite with many good judges, 
including Sullivan himself, who devoted 
much toil to its composition, and spent an

GOLDSMITH AND IRELAND.

heart was still endeared to the scenes of his 


childhood, from which his poverty and im- 
providence had kept him an exile. His Eng- 
lish admirers at first intended for him a tomb 
in Westminster Abbey, but abandoned the 


project when it was fcund that the poet had 


died in debt, and he was buried >rivately, at 
dusk on a Saturday evening, h. n obscure 
corner of the yard of the Temple Church in 
London. ‘ver his grave his bitterest enemy 
in life she? tears of u availing ._ remorse. 
Though the genius of Goldsmith has preserved 
his memory in fragrance, Ireland has done 
nothing to enshrine the scenes which his 

immortalised—the home of his boyhood has 
long aince muldered to decay, and the traces 
of his footsteps are almost everywhere com- 
pletely obliterafed. Yet he truly loved his 
country and the humblest of her children. 

One evening in the winter of 1748, when a 
student in Trinity College, Goldsmith met in 
the streets of Lublin a poor countrywoman 
with five young children, destitute and home- 
less. He brought her to the College gate, 
gave her the blankets from his bed and part 
of‘lris clothes to sell for food, for he had not 
a penny. Finding himself cold during the 
night, he ripped open his bed and buried him- 
self amongst the feathers, and so was found 
by a fellow-student in the morning. Again 
we are told that when he had died in his 
poor lodgings in London, on the stairs of his 
apartment there was the lamentation of the 
old and infirm, and the sobbing of women, many 
of them poor Irish people to whom he had 
never turned a deaf ear even when struggling 
himself with poverty. 

Some years ago the writer witnessed the 
expenditure of thousands of pounds upon the 

reservation of the old bridge of Ayr simply 
lestaoe Robert Burns had made it the subject 
of a poem and wandered over, the scenes of 
the rambles and revels of the Scottish poet in 
that town and county. Everywhere the foot- 

rints of the bard had been preserved by his 
Scottish admirers, and one could not help 
wondering that some little effort had mot been 
made to pay a like tribute to a man whose 
literary genius had’ raised him to undving 
fame, and who, though much of his life had 
been spent in England, remained to the end 
an Irishman in faults that were pardonable 
and in virtues that were beautiful. No one 
can read the life story and the works of Gold- 
smith without forming for the poet a warm 
and lasting affection. Poor and struggling, 
poca-marked in features and ungainly in per- 
son, vain in his attire and childish in his 
simplicity. the qualities of his mind and heart 
endeared —— everv worthy person of his 
day, as they Save endeared him ta the 
generations that have followed. Hearing Dr. 
Johnson read aloud his poem of “' The Tra- 
Miss Reynolds, sisier of the great 
artist, who had toasted him as the ugliest 
man of her acquaintance, exclaimed: ' 1 never 
more shall think Dr. Goldsmith ugly!”’ 

- What a relief it is nowadays to turn for a 
while from the. daily records of the most 
bloody tragedy the world has ever known to 
follow the foftsteps of the gentle Irish poet 
throuch Holland, Flanders, and France, and 
to find how, in all his wandérings, -his affec- 
tions are ever going back to his family circle 
and his ftiends in Ireland. Writing to his 
cousin,. Mrs. Jane Lawder, after his Con- 
tinental tour, he complains of not having 
heard from her for a long period. “I wrote 
to Kilmore,’’ says Goldsmith, “ from Leyden 
in Holland, from Louvain in Flanders, and 
Rouen in France, but received no answer.” 
Again he gives us a glimpse of his troubles 
upon his return to England in 1756. ‘* You 
mav easily imagine,” he says, "what. áifh- 
cultaes I had to encounter, left as‘I was with- 
out. friends, recommendations, money ór im- 
pudence, and that in a country where being 
born an Irishman was sufficient to keep me 
unemploved.’’ Some of his greatest distress 
during his travels wete caused by his remem- 
bering friends at home and forgetting his 
own urgent needs. Thus, when he essayed to 
teach the English languagajn Holland, though 
ignorant of the Dutch, and having but “ 
smattering of the French, picked up among 
the. Irish priests at Ballymahon,” he foun 
himself stranded upon the failure of bis quaint 
expedient, and was relieved by the generosity 
of a fellow-countryman named Ellis, who ad- 
vanced him the money to. pay his ‘way to 
Paris. But Goldsmith's eve fell upon the 
beautiful tulips in the garden of a florist in 
Leyden, and he remembered that his uncle. 
Contarine, in County Longford, was a tulip 
fancier. Forthwith he expended all his 
borrowed capital on choice tulip roots to send 
to Ireland, and set forth npon his travels on 


foot with but.one spare shirt, a flute, and 2: 


single guinea. In the “ Vicar of Wakefield ”’ 
he gives ns a sketch of himself :—' I had some 
knowledge of music, with a tolerable voice: 
IT now turned what was once my amusement 
into a present means of subsistence. 1 passed 
among the harmless peasants of Flanders, 
and among such of the French as were poor 
enough to be very merry, for I ever found 
them sprightly m proportion to their wants. 
Whenever I approached a peasant’s house 
towards nightfall I played one of my merriest 
tunes, and that procured me not only a lodg. 
ing but subsistence for the next day; but, in 
truth I must own, whenever I attempted to

After his return to London, and when his 
genius was beginning to obtain recognition, 
Goldsmith wrote to his brother-in-law, Daniel 
Hodson, that he remembered his ° friends in 
Ireland with. ardour, and continued—‘‘ Nay, 
my very country comes in for a share of my 
affection. Unaccountable fondness for 
country, this maladie du pais, as the 
French call it. Unaccountable that he should 
still have an affection for a place who never. 
when in it, received above common civility; 
who never brought anything out: of it excent 
is b i Surely my affec- 
tion is equally rigiculous with the Scotchman’s 
who refused to be cured of the itch, because 
it made himunce thoughtful of his wife 
and bonny Inverary.’” ‘The t asks what 
makes him wish to see Ireland again—a wish 
never to be fulfilled; and goes on—“If | 
climb Hampstead Hill, than where nature 
never exhibited a more niagnificent prospect, 
I confess it fine; but then I had rather be 
placed on the. little mount before Lissoy 
tate, and there take in, to me, the most 
pleasing horizon in nature... . 1 could from 
my heart wish that you and she (Mrs 
Hodson), and Lissoy and Ballymahon, and 
all of you, would fairly make a migration 
into Middlesex: though, upon secon 
thoughts, this er attended with a few 
imeonveniences.

The fighiting continued dur 
ing the day, and about twenty prisoners were 
secured and taken to Kilmainham Police Sta 
tion. Snipmg was maintained at intervals 
until dusk, when the rebels sti!l preserved 
their attitude of defiance: Under cover of 
darkness many of them endeavoured te 
evacuate the building.

THREE LANCERS KILLED, 

The first ambulance was seén in the streets 
of Dublin at about one o'clock in the after- 
noon, and from that hoar onwards the nine 
men of the Dublin Fire brigade on ambulance 
duty had as much as&ibieey could do to cope 
with the calls upon i The initial call 
came from Charles stré near the Fow 
Courts. A tew ' a body of 

th quays, escort- 
ing several waggons of , were apparently 
military stores and munifions discharged from 
a Vessel, which arrived at the North Wall in 
the morning. The convóy passed unmolested 
across Sackville street; which was crowded 
with the ordinary holiday throng: at the time. 
When they had arrived within a short dis- 
tance of the Four Courta, however, they were 
fired upon by a body of the rebel Volunteers 
gathered if the vicinity, and severai men and 
horses were struck with bullets. The ambul- 
ance arrived on the scene in a few Inomens, 
and promptly removed three dead soldiers of 
the Sth (Royal Irish) Lancers and two 
wounded men of the same regiment to Jervis 
street Hospital. One of the latter was nearly 
dead on arrival at the hospital. There- 
after the three ambulances of the Fire Brivade 
were incessantly occupied with calls to 
various parts of the city. A _ poliee- 
man, - badly wounded, .was taken to 
hospital from St. Stephen’s Green at 1.58 
p.m.,° and soldiers, Imsh Volunteers, and 
civilians of both sexes also were in need of 
hospital treatment. 

Our reporter visited tho Tara street 
Fire Station several times during 
thre course of the afternoon, and 
found the men. doing all they _ pos- 
sibly could to cope with the work. In the 
absence of Captain Purcell, who was away far 
Faster, the charge of the Brigade had de- 
volved upon Lientenamt Myers, and that

tetween 1 p.m. and 7 p.m. the ambulances 
turned out from Tara street on 21 occasions.

The 
majority of the cases were bullet wounds, 
whilst others were fractures caused by blows 
of rifle butts, cuts from broken glass, and so 
forth. 


'FIRE AT MAGAZINE FORT. 


In the midst-of the activities of the am 
bulance men the Fire Brigade turned ont at 
3.58 p.m. in response to a call from the Army 
Ordnance Department, Islandbridge, to the 
Magazine Fort in the Phenix Park, which 


‘was reported to be on fire. On reaching 


Church . street, on the Northern quays, the 
Fire Brigade found the) roadway barricaded in 
front of them, the barricade being held by 
armed. men in. Volunteer. uniform. The 
Brigade returned to headquarters, and “the 
official entry of the incident states—* Officer 
in charge of Volunteers refused to let Brigade 
pass.” Meantime, however, on receipt of the 
alarm it was transmitted from the Central 
Station to the Thomas street Section, and the 
latter succeeded ‘in getting through to the 
Magazine Fort without opposition. 

THE OUTBREAK EXTINGUISHED. 

At six minutes past 12 o'clock this morning 
the members of the Fire Brigade who were 
engaged in fighting the fire at the Magazine 
Fort, Phenix Park, returned to their station, 
having succeeded in extinguishing the flames. 


AFFRAY AT THE WHARF 
ROAD. 


At 6.30 p.m. the Brigade received a call 
to the. Wharf road, where it was found that 
Private James Boland, Royal  Inniskillin 
Fusiliers, was suffering from & bullet woun 
in the thigh.

Station. Traffic from the station had pro- 
ceeded as usua] during the forenoon hours, 
and there. was every -evidence that a big holi- 
day. throng would have, to be provided for. 
All arrangements to meet the rush had: been 
made by the Dublin and South-Eastern Rail- 
way Company. 

Almost precisely at mid-day, however, a 
sensational incident occurred. A body of 
armed men in the uniform of the Irish Volun- 
teers rharched up to the. station and took pos- 
session of the entrances, of the platforms, and 
of the entire station premises. The first body 
of armed men who entered the station would 
not be more than thirty in number, but they 
togk the staff of the railway company com- 
pletely by surprise. They pushed back the 
crowd, closed the main doors, and bolted 
them. By 12.10 p.m. the entire station pre- 
mises were meth 41S in possession of the 
Volunteers, the staff having been driven out 
at the point of the bayonet. So far as can be 
ascertained, no member of the railway com- 
pany’s staff sustained any injuries of a serious 
character. Intending passengers, many of 
them women and children,- pushed forward 
with their little bundles of sandwiches and 
so forth, and showed . their tickets, but all 
alike were promptly ejected, and the doors of 
the. station barred against them. 

The last train to leave Westland row 
Statiog -was the twelve o'clock “local” to 
“panes Sth From ihat hour’ onwards there 
was no train in or out during’ the day. So 
far as, the street was concerned nothing was 
to be seen save a throng of bewildered citizens, 
who found their holiday interrupted. Inside 
the station, however, there was considerable 
bustle and activity. The telephones in the 
statienmaster’s offices were disconnected and 
telegraphic communication cut off. The 
officials in charge of the traftic department 
sought the assistance of the police in Bruns- 
wick street and the Castle, but up to seven 
o'clock in the evening none was forthcoming. 
Meantime, the Volunteers had erected barvi- 
cades at both the goods and passenger 
entrances, and the carriage way leading to the 
station wads also barricaded. All the barrows 
in the station, all the seats, all the sweet- 
meat machines, milk churns. and,:in fact. all 
the movable articles were utilised for the erec- 
tion of the barricades. 

The Volunteers also took possession of the 
signal cabins as far as Lansdowne road and 
of the railway workshops in Grand Canal 
street. This condition of affairs continued 
throughout the entire afternoon and evening, 
and disappointed passengers were to be seen 
wandering aimlessly .about the streets until 
such time as the tragic incidents’ which they 
witiressed only too frequently forced upon 
them the necessity of seeking such shelter as 
they could find. Some: of the residents in the 
coast districts. set out to walk home. whilst 


| others found refuge with their friends. 


HARCOURT STREET 
STATION, 

\t Harcourt street Station similar scenes to 
those described at Westland row were en- 
acted Possession was taken of this station 
at 12.5 p.m. and the premises barricaded. but 
at about 3 p.m. the Volunteers evacuated the 
premises, and the railway officials then re- 
sumed peaceful possession, The first train 
down the line after it had been evacuated left 
Harcourt street at 5.30 p.m.. and another fol- 
lowed ahout.6.15. The railway line outside 
the station was blocked with sleepers and 
other obstrnetions, and these had to be re- 
moved before traffic could be: resumed. 


ATTACK ON GREAT 
NORTHERN RAILWAY, 

ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP A BRIDGE. 

Shortly after three o’clock in the afternoon 
an attempt was made to blow up the culvert 
bridge at the inlet of the sea, about hali-way 
between Donabate and Rush, en the Great 
Northern Railway. The bridge is in sight 
of the Donabate Station, and a few minutes 
before the 2 p.m. train from Dublin was due 
in Donabate the stationmaster there heard a 
loud explosion. At first he thought the 
sound came from blasting in the quarries, 
which are close by; but the smoke’ was imme- 
diately apparent-over the culvert bridge. The 
stationmaster* and some of the men on duty 
ran there as fast as they could, and found 
that.an attempt, which was fortunately unsuc- 
cessful, had, been made to blow up the middle 
section of this bridge. No one was about 
at the time, nor was there an trace of any- 
one in the vicinity. . A short time before 
this the stationmaster at Lusk, when walking 
aver the line near this bridge, was stopped 
by an Irish Volunteer in uniform. with a 
loaded rifle and fixed bayonet. He told. the 
stationmaster he would not be allowed to pro 
ceed further, and it was sliortly after this 
that the explosion took place.. ..The telephone 
and telegraph lines to Dublin were cut at thos 
time, but the Donabate stationmaster was able 
to get a message through to Dublin by the 
cabins, and in less than an hour a special 
train arrived with the traffic manager and 
engineer, and this was followed saoitly after 
by a break-down gang. On insoection it was 
found that, a small portion of the masonry of 
the centre support had been Liowr away, and 


that the steel girders at this section had beer, 


somewhat twisted, and a few cross supports 
blown away. The upline from Beliast was 
not badly damaged. and after a couple of 
hours’ delay the trains were able to proceed 
on the single line between Donabate and 
-ush. In a shorá time after the breakdown 
gang were able to fix up the.other portion 
with wooden stanchions and the trains were 
able to proceed as usual. The ó p.m., Dublin 
to Belfast was held up for about three hours 
at the Amiens street terminus. 


PORTOBELLO BRIDGE. 


One of the most exciting of the 
events of the early part of the day 
took place at Portobello Bridge, resulting in 
the wrecking of Davy’s public-house and 
injury to at least four ‘persons, it was 
shortly after mid-day when the rebels ap- 
peared on the scene. ‘They at once teok 
possession of the public-house, which com- 
mands the ‘approaches to the bridge, and 
posted their men at the windows. Some of 
the- rebels were outside on the footpath, 
and a military offiter who was passing was 
ordered away. He refused, and was; it is 
stated, assaulted, and .a revolver was dis- 
charged at him. He returned to the 
barracks, and ordered out a strong armed 
guard.. The soldiers were subjected to some 
volley firing from the windows of the public- 
house as they approached the bridge, but 
the men quickly took cover at the bridge 
wall, from which position they returned the 
fire of the rebels. The heavy firing doubt- 
less alarmed the authorities in the barracks, 
as strong reinforcements, with machine guns, 
were rushed up, to the accompaniment of 
the hearty cheering of the crowds on the 
Rathmines road. The people on the road- 
way were in great danger, ‘and Superinten- 
dent Kiernan and Station-Sergeont Crosbie, 
with a force of police, had a busy time en- 
deavouring to keep them out of rifle shot. 
The tramway wires had been cut at the 
bridge, and long lines of cars were drawn 
up on the roadway. Meanwhile the military 
had quickly matured their plans. An attack 
on the public-house was decided upon, and, 
led by a senior Officer, the soldiers at once. 
advanced to the “fortress.” Applying the 


butt-ends of their rifles, they soon hacked ' 


their way through the plate glass winddws, 
and rushed into the house, which they 
searched from garret to cellar, only to find, 
as was expected, that the rebels had/ made 


i good their escape. 


In the attack the officer commandihg was 
wounded, but not seriously. A soldier also 
sustained a bullet wound on the faceié He 
was taken off to the military hospital 
barracks. 

In the earlier part of the shooting 
Constable Myles, 99 E, was shot in the Neft 
wrist. He received first aid at Dr. Joyce’ 
SNA close by, and later on was remoy 
to hospital. 

A civilian who was too venturesome, and 
who was being shepherded by Superinten- 
dent Kiernan into comparative safety; was 
also shot by the rebels. The bullet just 
grazed the officer’s body and struck the 
civilian, happily inflicting. only a slight 
wound. Both men had a narrow escape from 
being killed. 

In the afternoon the military took charge 


of the streets leading to Portobello Bridge,

iman who stood between the pillars under the 


city, others—country cousins—who had come 
to Dublin to enjoy themselves. The trams pro- 
ceeding towards the Phenix Park “had upon 
their side the legend, ‘* Zoological Gardens 
half price eo-day,”’ and, judging by their 
crowded state, many, old and young, were 
bent on availing themselves of the treat thas 
advertised. Areund the Nelson Pillar was the 
usual group of holiday idlers, and just as I 
was idiy wondering what attraction the Pillar 
had fcr the public my attention was attracted 
by a slight commotion in front of the General, 
Post Uince. The crowd there was not of large 
dimenvions, but the people seemed to be agi-> 
tated by some unusual happening. A small 
group was gathered ronmd a young man in 
the uniform of a Volunteer—either a Sinn 
Feiner or one of the Larkinite Citizen Army— 
wáwo was standing between two pillars under 
the portico. This young man had a rifle with 
a fixed bayonet in his left hand, whilst in his 
right he held a bright-edged axe. These 
Volunteers have been so familiar a sight in 
our thoroughfares that ‘I was not a little 
puzzled to know the cause of the commotion. 

“ SOMETHING VERY UNUSUAL. 

A closer scrutiny, however, revealed that 
something very utiusual, indeed, was afoot. 
into ‘the new porch of the G.P.O. were crowd: 
ing otner men in Volunteer uniforms, all of 
them armed after the fashion of the young 


portico. Above the. slight eommotion in the 

street and the noise of the traffic could be 

heard the crash of breaking glass. The pave- 

ment was strewn with fragments from the 

broken windows. Along by the Prince's street ' 
side of the G.P.O. other men in similar at- 

tire and similarly armgd were breaking in.the 

windows. The door leading on to Prince’s 

street, through which the mail vans pass, was 

opened, and a considerable body of men in 

Volunteer uniform passed through. In front 

of the G.P.O. was a travel-stained motor car 

in” which the men in Volunteer uniform 

were taking a proprietary: interest. The 

majority. , of the onlookers seemed to re- 

gard the entire proceedings at this stage 

more or less. in. the light of a 
joke. In Abbey | street other men in, 
Volunteer uniform bsid taken osses- 

sion of two licensed premises—those of Messr¢: 
Mooney and Mr. John Davin—and were piling 
up furniture as though to form barricades 
inside the building and out upon the stree* 

At the-corner of Bachelor’s Walk there was 
also the crashing of glass, some Volunteers, 
who had a’hand barrow outside, having 
broken into the premises of a retailer of gun- 
powder. In. Westmoreland street nothing 
unusual was happening at this time, but from 
the direction of Dame street, Parliameut 
street, and Capel street could be heard the 
ominous crackling of rifle shots. 

ATTITUDE OF THE PEOPLE. 

The ‘people in the streets were becoming. 
somewhat excited and alarmed, and sayicg 
one to the other, in a half-incredulous way, 
that a Sinn Fein revolution had broken out. 
Across. the wide expanse of Sackville ‘street, 
from Eden quay to Bachelor’s Walk, there 
slowly passed a body of cavalry in ghaki. 
The impression in the crowd seemed to be 
that the cavalry would charge, but they did 
nothing of the kind. They passed on up 
Baehelor‘s Walk and out of sight. Anon, 
a ripple of rifle, shots could be heard in the 
distance, but peopie in the vicinity of O’Con- 
nell Bridge could sée nothing of their purpose 
or effect. A few moments later the Fire Br- 
gade ambulance dashed off in the same direc- 
tion as the cavalry had gone, and the word 
was soon passing about that the Volunteers 
and the cavalry were in collision: on the 
quays. 

AT COLLEGE GREEN. 

Crowds of holiday makers were by this time 
cruwing thinner aiid thinner. Up along Dame 
street, in the direction of the Castle, could be 
heard the loud noise of ritle nring almost in- 
cessantly. . There were soldiers. in khaki 
and sailors in navy blue in the 
thoroughfare, and they seemed to be 
inclined to' regard the whole -affair very 
highily. Citizens with pale faces were 
to be seen now making hurriedly towards their 
homes. Some little children were erying, 
either through disappointment because ef an 
abandoned holiday cr through vague appre- 
hension of what was afoot. Occasionally there 
were rushes along the street. As one ap- 
proached the corner of South Great George s 
street the noise of the rifle shots grew louder 
and louder. An tattack was a" made on 
Dublin Castle—policemen had -been shot 
down—séuch was the talk that passed from lip 
to lip. A crowd gathered round a woman 
who was describing something tragic she had 
witnessed. Civilians and some soldiers out 
for the holiday were passing along with an 
air of .indifference that ‘somehow seemed a 
trifle forced. The: offices of the Daily 
Express at¥d Evening Mail, we were told, 
were in the hands of the Sinn Feiners, who 
were firing on Dublin Castle. Despite the 
fusillade and the occasional patter of bullets 
upon the walls, people passed up and down 
Cork Hil! with assumed indifference. 

A SOLDIER SHOT. 

A soldier passing along, with a cane‘in his 
hand was shot as he walked on the flagway 
between Palace street and Exchange court. 
He fell upon the pavement, and was taken 
away in a private motor car—detid. The 
bullet that killed the soldier passed through 
a shop window. On the pavement where he 
fell was a large pool of blood. The crowd be- 
came thinner, and those who remamed were 
visibly uneasv. Shots could be heard in all 
directions round about, and the word was 
going that many persons had been killed or 
wounded. The gates of the Lower Castle 
Yard were closed, and throngh the peepholes 
could be seen the faces of soldiers peering’dut, 
whilst underneath one got a glimpse of 
their. feet. Up St. Stephen's Green 
way heavy firing © could be heard. 
The few publicans and other traders whose 
yremises were open for the holiday trade 
tee rapidly to close them up. In a little 
cver half “an hour Dublin had _ com-: 
pletely lost its gay holiday aspect. Little 
children: with their packets of holiday sweet- 
meats were ‘pitifully pattering homewards 
under the pilotage of their anxious parents, 
and all the while there rang aloud the 
vicious clatter of the rifles on every side. 


THE INCHICORE FIGHTING. 


Soveral calls were received from Inthicore 
during the day, the first being at 1.28 p.m. 
It is impossible to give a complete record of 
the cases from this locality. Shortly after 2.50 
p.m. two privates of the &th Lancers were 
conveyed to Steevens’ Hospital, two of the 
Royal Irish Regiment to the Richmond Bar- 
racks, and one police constable to the Meath 
Hospital, and an unknown male (dead) to St. 
Vincent’s Hospital. All the wounded were 
severe cases. At 5.10 p.m. the ambulances 
turned out to Mount Brown, between the 
South Dublin Union and Inchicore. Follow 


ing upon the serious affray there they re- | 


moved to hosvital one lieutenant of the Royal! 
Irish Regiment and three privates, one of 
whom was dead. They also removed from 
the same place the dead body of an Irish 


Volunteer. 
INTERVIEW WITH FIRE 
BRIGADE OFFICER. 


A representative of the Zrish T'imes had a 
brief chat: with Lieutenant Myers, who has 
been acting in charge of the Fire. Brigade, 
shortly after ten o clock last night. He ex- 
plained the exceptional difficulties with which 
the Brigade and ambulance men had had to 
contend during the dav, and said—“ Our men 
had to pick up everybody, irrespective of 
whether he was a soldier, a Volunteer, or a 
civilian. At times the ambulance men were 
hampered in. their work, and in the circum- 
stances they worked at the highest ible 
pressure from the very moment the first call 
was received. Whilst most of the cases dealt 
with were bullet wounds of an exceptionally: 
severe character, the ambulance occasionally 
received callsafor minor cases, such as fainting 
fits and what would come within the category 
of ordinary street accidents.

MIDNIGHT RIFLE FIRING. 
THE STREETS DESERTED. 

There was a renewed outbreak of rifle-firing 
in the vicinity of Annesley Bridge and the 
Wharf road after midnight, as a result of 


‘which the Fire Brigade ambulance was sum 


moned to the ‘scene. Three persons suffering 
from ~ bullet. wounds were removed to hos 
pital. 

At 1.30 o'clock this morning there was a 
vigorous renewal of rifle-firing in Harcourt 
street, as a result of which the ambulance 
was again summened to remove casualties t 
hospital. At one o'clock; when the night: was 
very dark, intense rifle-firing broke out in the 
central area of the city, and continued with 
out remission for fully half an hour. There 
were then very few ordinary pedestrians in the 
streets. Up to midnight, however, a numbe: 
of persons of both sexes, some of them very 
young, were parading the principal streets 
such as Westmoreland street, Sackville street, 
D'Olier street, College Green, and Dame 
street, singing and shouting, apparently much 
efcited by the events happening around them 
At one o'clock these perambulating groups 
of irresponsibles had almost completely 
dispersed, and, save for the noise of the rifle 
shots in the dark, scarzely a sound was to be 
heard. 


A RUSSIAN RAILWAY. 


— 


The Russians, it is well known, have been 
for a long time past busy with the construc- 
tion of a railway communicating with ports 
on the coast of Lapland, which will not, 
like Archangel, be blocked by ice for half 
the year. A Swiss engineer, M. Cruvellier, 
has recently visited this “line, and the 
Journal de Genéve . publishes, on his 
authority, some interestgng details as to the 

made. ‘The work, 
ivided into four parts. 
Petrograd to Petroza- 
vodsky, on Lake Onega, which is completed. 
This section is about 300 kilometres (say, 
188 miles). Second, from: Petrozavodsky to 
Kiem, on the south-western shore of the 
White Sea, a distance of 556 kilometres (on 
222 miles). This section was finished in De- 
cember, 1915. as far as Sorotska, on the 
White Sea, and should have reached Kiem 
bv about February 12 or 15, 1916. A trial 
trip was made from Petrograd to Sorotska or 
the last day of 1915. Kiem has a port with 
a depth of seven metres (say, three to four 
fathoms). The third section is intended to 
skirt the western shores of the’ White Sea 
As it will be carried through marshy ground. 
it will involy¥p.a great deal of labour, and 
the line will have to be laid on piles. This 
part of the work has not yet been berun 
but it is hoped that this section, runnin; 
from Kiem to Kandalachka, “will be com 
pleted in the course of the present year. 
Meantime the,engineers propose to adopt the 
same tempofary expedient as was employed 
on Lake Baikal, when the Trans-Siberian 
Railwav was under construction. Connec 
tion will be made by navigation between 
Kiem and Kandalachka until the rail alon 
the shore ás ready. The distance by rai! 
will be 435. kilometres (272 miles). The 
fourth and final section will run from Ka! 
dalachka, on the White Sea, across Lap 
land to Simeonsky, which stands at the head 
of the fjord of Kola, an inlet of the Arctic 
Ocean. The port of Alexandrovsk is situated 
near the mouth of this fjord, and it is pos 
siblé that the line may be carried down to 
this point. From Kandalachka to Simeono. 
sky is a distance of 265 kilometres (160 
miles). About 100 kilometres had been laid 
by the end of last year, and it war expected 
that the rest of the section would be finished 
by April, 1916. " 

Thanks to the influence of the Gulf Stream. 
the temperature of the sea off the coast of 
Lapland never falls below eight or ten de 
gees of frost centigrade, consequently the 
waters of the fjord of Kola are practically 
ice free all the year round. Along’ the 
western shore of the White Sea also the ice 
is always comparatively thin, and, with the 
help of ice-breakers, the water can be kept 
open between Kiem and Kandalachka while 
the rail along the coast is under construc. 
tion. There is a marked difference in this 
respect between the western part of the 
White Sea and the eastern. At Archanczel 
the ice was six feet thick on the-20th De 
cember last. and the port will not be open 
again until May. 

The construction of the railway was begun 
last Febrnary. and the work has ‘heen 
executed by 10.000 prisoners. all Slavs from 
the Austrian Army. Five hundred 
men from Canada have also been engaged 
-unon the fourth section. The line is single 
throughout. 

M. Cruvellier calculates that so long as it 
is necessary to transfer freight from rail 
to steamer at Kiém. and back eain from 
steamer to rail at Kandalachka. the whole 
transit from Petrograd to the Arctic Ocean 
will take five or six days. He estimates that 
the line will carry about fifteen trains a day, 
with an average freight of 200 tons ner 
train. Coal being at present unprocurable. 
the engine furnaces will have to be fed with 
wood. The first thing to be imported by the 
new route will be English coal. » —~ 

As soon as Russia is able to import 
supplies by this ronte it will e nos- 
sible (according to M. Cruve'llier) i¢hten 
further the Blockade of Germanv. “For it 
is no secret,” he savs* “that Sweden has 
reserved to herself the right of furnishing 
Germany with exactly the same quantity of 
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chemieal products apd al! sorts of coods as i 


she allows to pass into Russia.” But once 
Russia can import what she wants without 
Sweden’s favour, it will be possible to close 
this avenue of supply which is of such im-
